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THE PERILS OF SCIENCE 


Alb ert Einstein is generally rated as the world’s 
foremost scientist today. 
One wou ld expect, 
natu rally, that he wou ld b e the foremost defend­ 
er of science as a 'b eneficient force in the lives 
of men. 
Bu t the other day Einstein spoke his mind on 
the su b ject, and aligned himself with those social 
reformers who are b eginning to su spect that 
science is b ecoming m an’s master rather than his 
slave. 
This, to b e su re, is not a new theory; b u t 
seldom has it b een voiced b y a great scientist. 
The scientist u su ally expressed a complete con­ 
fidence that science, b y itself, will u ltimately 
solve all of ou r prob lems. 
He does not often 
qu estion the cou rse along with science is leading 
u s. 
Hear then, Mr. Einstein: 
“Concern for the ma-n himself mu st always 
form the chief interest of technical endeavors, 
concern for the great u nsolved prob lems of the 
organization of lab or and the distrib u tion of 
goods—in order that the creations of ou r mind 
shall b e a b lessing and not a cu rse to mankind.” 
And he adds, as a word of warning to his fel- 
low-scientists: 
“Never forget this in the midst of you r dia­ 
grams and you r equ ations.” 
* It may b e that Einstein’s remark signifies the 
emergence of a new trend in modern thou ght. 
Heretofore we have gloried in ou r scientific m ar­ 
vels; b u t in the fu tu re, perhaps, we shall b egin to 
wonder if we haven’t pu shed ou r scientific de­ 


velopment along a little too fast for ou r own 
good. 
The miracles b y which modern indu stry re­ 
places hu m an lab or with mechanical lab or do 
mankind as a whole little good if the chief resu lt 
is to throw millions of men ou t of work and re­ 
du ce them to poverty. 
The wonders of chemistry are valu eless if we 
have no b etter sense than to u se them to make 
poison gases b y which we can annihilate one an­ 
other in the next war. 
' 
Aviation b ecomes less of a b oon when one con­ 
siders its potentialities as a military weapon. 
And so it goes. It is all very well to b e prou d 
of the scientific progress of the age, b u t Einstein 
is a u sefu l monitor in warning u s that there is 
another side to the pictu re. 


No man is so meddlesome as the man who re­ 
tires and has nothing else to do b u t look after 
other people’s b u siness.

Hanley 
was a consistent prohib itionist— 
a radical—and he called a spe­ 
cial session of t'he legislatu re, 
which met Sept. 18, 
1908 and 
passed a local option law with 
the cou nty as the u nit. 
Under it Ru sh cou nty was vot­ 
ed dry b y more than 2,000. Two 
men, who were passing wet liter­ 
atu re in Milroy, were warned b y 
a citizen of that place, “to get 
ou t of town or b e ru n ou t." Tol­ 
eration always was a trait or ear­ 
mark of prohib ition.

Indiana has 
never catered to wealth in her 
selection of officers as most of 
them have risen, from poverty to 
distinction. A majority of them 
have seen service, u nder the flag 
and all were of more than aver­ 
age intelligence, althou gh 
b u t 
few of them were college gradu ­ 
ates.

learn something of their 
state 
hfstory as very little of it is

It is 
little to the credit of ou r school
